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News Report 
From Edmonton

EDMONTON — Alberta’s new 
liquor laws went into effect last 
Sunday, June 1, but it will bea 
month or more before the pub- 
lic notices anything different. 

In addition to the time it tak- 
es for licence-granting machine- 
ry to get rolling under the new 
laws, there is a strong possibili- 
ty that residents of many com- 
munities will have to‘decide the 
drinking question all over again 
in local’ option: votes. 

If no local option votes are de- 
manded, about the earliest date 
for licensing restaurants - and 
cocktail lounges is July 15. The 
big thhotels in the national parks 
may be the first to qualify, be- 
cause they are anxious to be in 
operation for at least part of the 
tourist season, and will have 
their applications in shortly. 

The railways were expected to 
be the first to take advantage of 
the new laws, because they are- 
n‘t subpect to local option votes. 
Under the laws, liquor can. be 
served on_ trans-continental 
trains passing through. the pro- 
vince. The facilities are already 
there, so all it means is that the 
bar will remain open in Alberta, 
leaving Saskatchewan the only 
dry province for rail travelers. 

The question of local option 
votes is in the hands of the 
Pprovince’s temperance groups. 
Rev. A. L. Sanderson, general 
secretary of the Associated Tem- 
perance Forces of Alberta, said 
last week his group plans to 
“take action” in areas where the 
dry forces think they have a 

’ chance of winning. 

There are areas where the 
chances of a dry: vote are good. 
Although the ‘province as a 
whole voted strongly in favor 
of relaxed liquor laws in last 
fall’s plebiscite, there were in- 
dividual constituencies which 
voted “No.” Mr. Sanderson said 
it will be up to local groups to 
decide whether they will: take 
action. : 

Under the new laws, passed 
this year, a local option vote 
must be held if a petition de- 
manding it is signed by 500 per- 
sons or 10 per cent of the quali- 
fied voters in a community, 
whichever is less. 

The provincial cabinet last 
week put the finishing touches 
on regulations under the ‘three 
new liquor acts. oo 

Under the regulations, when 
an application for a licence is 
received, it must be advertised 
on two occasions, at least five 
days apart, and then there is a 
30-day waiting pericd before a 
licence is granted. i 

So far nearly 300 inquiries 
have been received by the liquor 
board. Copies of the new laws 
and the regulations were being 

‘sent, out this week .to all -who 
enquired. 

In a statement of policy issued 
last week, Premier Manning said 
the liquor board policy ‘will be 
to “proceed with caution in _li- 
censing in order that the transi- 
tion to new outlets may be ac- 
complished in an. orderly fash- 
ion and in keeping with the ob- 
jective of maintaining the high- 
est possible standards.”
